First, Germany, our heaviest 
buyer, seems to have harvested a 
better crop. Also, Mexico and Gua- 
temala have both dumped heavily on 
German markets. 


There is a good deal of propa- 
ganda against American honey in 
Germany, particularly United States 
honey. It is well brought out in 
the September-October “Honey Pro- 
ducer” in an article by W. J. Nolan 
in which he tells of the propaganda 
given U. S. honey, calling it “filthy, 
low in diastase, put up under un- 
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sanitary conditions,’ ete. In his 
article Nolan stresses the economic 
depression following the defeat of 
the central powers, plus the WwW 
economic awakening of Russia, t) eir 
next door neighbor, who are pr. fit- 
ing by our loss. 


It is probably well to recall that 
it has been our boast that the “U. §, 
won the war.” Probably Germany 
remembers this. They also consider 
the peace of Versailles was forced 
on them by us. Add this to our atti- 
tude in steadily and repeatedly re- 
fusing to recognize the present Rus- 
sian Government. All these points 
are something for us to think over 
as well as the way we are adver- 
tising “diseased honey, bees, combs, 
fire, embargoes, disinfectants, and so 
on. All of these things have a con- 
nection with our shrinking German 


markets.
